said bar code VabeL..". I believe that the patentee had a right, however, to claim an instructtonal 
apparatus not including such a recording means, and thereby obtain broader coverage. 

Terminal 74 of Fig. 1 1 corresponds to the einbooimeht of claim 4, in which a message 
corresponding to a bar code may be retrieved. Although ten^ 74 may include a recording 
device such as microphone 14 showh in Fig. 1 1, a recording device is not necessary to at least 
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aome embodiments of the iri^

supported in the specification: "When bar code 72 is read, digi^l information from the bar code 
activates a pre-prbgrainmed vocal message stored within terminal 74... Vocal messages can be 
re-prograinmedby addinga suitable t^rdcircuit" (SpecificAtioh-col. 9, lines 60-66). It is 
clearly indicated that the record circuit is dptionally added to terminal 74 in the event that 
^programming is desired. 

For at least die above reasons, ! believe: the pbsmve recitation of u a record^ m«ans" iti 
claim 4 of the original patent constitufes ah error by causing the patentee to claim less than the 
patentee was entitled to claim, thereby renc^rihg the patent Wholly or partly mbperative of 
invalid. 

Anomer error relates to the positive recitation of lk a bar code label" in claim 4 of the 
original patent. I believe that the patentee had^ a right to claim an instructional appWatus hot 
explicitly including a bar code label, and thereby obtain broader coverage.
